EARTH DAY SPECIAL 


EARTH DAY A BIG SUCCESS

Hartnell College did its part 
in the nationwide ecology teach- 
in known as Earth Day last 
Wednesday by presenting sev- 
eral outstanding speakers. 

The response of the students 
was very good, even better than 
the organizers of the event had 
anticipated. “A roaring success,” 
was the way Mr. Larry Elder 
put it. 

The largest crowd of the day 
gathered in the library at 11 a.m. 
to hear Mr. Ed Munson, Director 
of the Monterey-Santa Cruz 
counties Air Pollution Control 
District. Over 300 students and 
faculty members heard Mr. Mun- 
son outline the types of air pol- 
lution present in our district and 
the control measures the board 
has taken to control them. 


Major sources of pollution 
listed by Mr. Munson included: 
Major oil fields in south county 
(they have now converted their 
thermal pumping methods to 
steam and a recycling system; 
Firestone Tire and Rubber Com- 
pany (they have improved their 
method of operation to control 
pollutants; Kieser Refractory, 
Natividad (they have installed 
new equipment to cut down pol- 
lutants; -Spreckels Sugar Com- 
pany (they are making progress); 
Pacific Gas and Electric Com- 
pany, Moss Landing (they have 
reduced pollution to an accept- 
able level); and the lumber in- 
dustries in Santa Cruz County 
(they are making a soil additive 
from the waste they used to 
burn). 

“Air quality can be main- 
tained,” said Mr. Munson. Any 
new industries coming into the 
area must comply to the stan- 
dards set by the Air Control 
Board.” eonee inne 
- “At-10 a:m. Dr. James Mattison 
spoke in the Student’ Lounge. 
Between 100 and 150 persons 


| listened to his speech on “Wild- 


life Conservation.” 

The adverse effects of DDT 
was the dominate theme of Dr. 
Mattison’s talk. He pointed out 
that birdwatchers have noticed 
that the eggs of some birds are 
being damaged by DDT, thus 
threatening the species. 

Dr. Mattison also pointed out 
that some of man’s industries 
have been affected by DDT. 
The jack mackeral in southern 
California has been wiped out by 
the pesticide. 

What can we do about the 
ecology problem? Dr. Mattison 
suggested that students transmit 
their interest in ecology to re- 
search projects. “There are a 
number of projects the student 
can conduct,” said Dr. Mattison. 
Wind direction and _ velocity 
tests were among those men- 
tioned. Faculty members in the 
science department will be will- 
ing to help any student wishing 
to start a project.

The 1 p.m. session of the 
teach-in was a presentation by 
Mr. Jim Demetry from the Sierra 
Club. 


Mr. Demetry’s program cen- 
tered around the population 
problem. He pointed out that 
Los Angeles is the result of un- 
checked urbanization. He also 
pointed out that the Los Angeles 
area cannot support the number 
of people now living there. 
There is not enough water in 
the area. 

Mr. Demetry predicted that 
within the next few years a num- 
ber of people will die in the Los 
Angeles basin as a result of air 
pollution. 

“We must start planning on a 
statewide basis,” said Mr. De- 
metry. “City officials .consider 
their area only and _ this -is. too 
near-sighted to meet the prob- 
lems we are facing.” 3

"Students Show Board Change Needed!

What is apathy? Apathy is a 
fall in voters in the ASB presi- 
dential elections from 481 last 
year to 371 this year. Apathy 
is not a turnout of 200 angry, 
articulate Chicanos at Tuesday 
night’s board of trustees meet- 
ing — and yet I think that the 
board members are still not con- 
vinced of the seriousness and 
the intent of the Chicanos on 
Hartnell campus, in the high 
schools and in the community. 


However, the minds of the 
board members are being turned, 
if not shoved, into the right 
direction: the direction of posi- 
tive action and not platitudes. 


It may come as a shock to 
the board to know that not only 
are the Chicanos impatient with 
the board’s ineffectual and time- 


consuming postponements of im- 
portant matters, but that a large 
bulk of the student body feels 
considerable concern over the 
long ensuing injustices—not only 
to the Chicanos—but to the stu- 
dents of Hartnell as a whole. 


The time is NOW: for a staff 
of full-time counselors for all 
students, not only for Chicano 
students; for more and_ better 
classrooms, instead of a bigger 
and better swimming pool. 


Doesn’t the board know that 
people deserve the first priority 
over buildings, and that an aca- 
demic, education desrves first 
priority over an athletic educa- 
tion? 

Is it not obvious to the board 
and the people who have the 
power (remember the ultimate 


power belongs to the people) 
that there is no advancement 
less we all advance, that any 
obstacle in the way of one of 
us in the way of all of us, and 
that the only way to remove 
obstacles is by action — the 
sooner the better. 

We, the students, see around

STUDENT KILLED IN SANTA BARBARA 


Legislative investigation is un- 
derway today to solve the “mys- 
tery” shooting of 22-year-old 
Kevin P. Moran, of Saratoga 

Moran was struck down in 
Isla Vista near U Cal, Santa 
Barbara, while he was climbing 
out of a Bank of America win- 
dow after helping douse a molo- 
tov cocktail blaze inside. The 
investigation was urged by As- 
semblyman John Vasconcellos of 
San Jose. 


In a statement authored by 
State Sens. Alfred Alquist (D- 
San Jose, and Clark Bradley (R- 
San Jose) described Moran as a 
“brilliant student” who acted 
“courageously” to attempt to 
restore peace. 

“I'm hit. I think I’m shot. 
My God help me,” pleaded 
Moran, and then slumped over. 

Alquist said on the floor of 
the Senate Monday that “Kevin’s 


courageous action will become a 
symbol for students everywhere 
to unite against the ‘instigators 
of revolutionary violence.” 

The Senate’s resolution salutes 
Moran as being “a brilliant stu- 
dent who paid his way through 
school by working in the can- 
neries and was deeply involved 
in ending violence.” It also ex- 
tended official condolences to 
his family. 


TESTING, TESTING, 1, 2,3... CAN YOU HEAR? 


The ACT test was given Sat- 
urday in the library, under the

The American College Test- 
ing Program, or the ACT test, 
is a nationwide test taken by 
students who plan on attending 
college. The ACT test is re- 
quired by most colleges. It 
provides information that is very 
useful to college officials and 
counselors. 


This information from the 
tests helps college officials plan 
their educational programs. The 
most frequent uses of this in-

As one example, test scores 
determine the English courses 
which an incoming student will 
take. 

The examination contains four 
different sections. Test 1, which 
is English Usage; Test 2, Mathe- 
matics Usage; Test 3, Social 
Sciences Readings, and Test 4, 
Naturdal Science Readings. 


Each of these tests are given 
to determine the amount of 


to run for the position of ‘Sup- 
erior Court Judge. This pos- 
ition is decided by popular vote 
of the Monterey County resi- 
dents.

“Excuses for absence and 
tardiness are personally made 
to the class instructor and must 
be satisfactory to him.” 

i per cent of the stu- 
dents in classes which I now 
attend are tardy without having 
to be excused by the instructors. 
Why? Because the instructors 
arrive to their lectures later than 
the late-comers. 

We students are receiving in 
many classes between 30 and 40- 
minute lectures. Mr. Bengston, 
do you as an educator believe 
that a lecturer can deliver a 50- 
minute lecture in this length 
of time, and do it effectively? 

In one particular class the 
late-comers arrived, and_ the 


follow in two or three minutes 
as usual. The class waited and 
waited. Finally the instructor 
arrived to find that only 14 out 
of a class of 100-plus students 
were present.

In what had to be the first 
MAJOR encounter the Hartnell 
board of trustees has ever had 
with a minority group, the fur 
flewWTuesday night in the stu- 
dent lounge. Not since the 
board of trustees came in horse 
and buggies has anything this 
size happened. 

Comments from various stu- 
dents on Wednesday morming 
ranged in scope from “Viva Chi- 
canoism,” “It’s about time some- 
thing happened at Hartnell,” 
“What are the Mexicans trying 
to do, run this school?”, “Re- 
member the Alamo!” . and 
many other colorful but decid- 
edly mixed reactions. 

The opening gun sounded 
Tuesday night when Mr. Karl 
Bengston read a point-for-point 
reply to the nine requests sub- 
mitted by MECHA at the last 
board meeting. This was con- 
sidered as a watered-down re- 
ply to the request; whispers of

heard from groups of Chicanos pared for a direct meeting with 
attending. minority groups of this size and 


Frank Serna then started the 
ball rolling as he took the stand 
and very eloquently but firmly 
refused the reply. He again 
made a plea for Chicanos who 
want more from Hartnell; in 
fact, he stated, they needed a 
double education to make up 
for what they lack from the past. 

At this time there were ap- 
proximately 90 to 130 Chicanos 
at. the meeting. By definitely 
pre-arranged signal, a new 
group of about 60 to 90 more 
Chicanos. stated arriving in a 
single file line. They came in, 
went down.across the front row, 
and assumed positions on the 
stage, extending from the fire- 
place to.in back of some of th 
board members. This was.a 
most dramatic entrance; the im- 
pact of it was felt by EVERY 
INDIVIDUAL present. In fact, 
a lady behind me made the 
comment: “My God, it may be 
a riot tonight.” 

This point was made by some 
Chicano speakers from Cabrillo 


Also, this statement later: “You 
have seen our scouts; next time 
the troops, and beyond that 
time, an army of Chicanos... 
our demands are well within 
reason and it would be a tragedy 
for you not to consider them 
seriously.” 

Also a direct statement to Dr. 
Grib by one of the speakers 
from Cabrillo: “Sir, you are 
standing on occupied territory.” 
This “occupied territory” was 
decidedly held in spite of the 
fact that Dr Grib rapped _re- 
peatedly with his gavel. 

Dr. Grib was constantly un- 
der fire from the opening gun 
until the last moment of the 
speaking. He was called “not a 
gentleman” and_ other things, 
but to his credit he held up well 
under fire and gave up but little 
ground. Repeated references to 
the speakers as “your kind of 
people” and “boy” were in poor 
taste for the times, but I think

“It couldn’t happen to dear 
old Hartnell” is now past his- 
tory.
